Ignorance was the power I hat gave info the hands of 


kings the subjugation of millions of people. And it was b> 
keeping those people in ignorance that they were able to per- 
petuate their power so long. Had not the beautiful day of 
learning came into the life of mankind, we, too, would be 
groveling in the dust of slavery to do the bidding of some one 
whose life is no more sacred than ouh^wn. 


Had people been educated, there would not have been in 


the history of the human race the record 'of a belief of the 
divine right of kings; had people been enlightened as today 
there would not have been the crude and unsightly stories we 
read of cruelty and barbarism.

Thus, 
they played with the ignorance of the people and the wisdom 
of (he prophets. 


We laugh at some of the stories told us by history of the 


strange acts of kings and rulers; we decry their ignorance in 
permitting men to be maimed and sacrificed to the ignorance 
of the people. We should not laugh at.their ignorance; we 
should pity them. They were the playthings of wiser men— 
men who sought, through ignorance, to keep them in slavery 
.and permitted them to have.their way when knowledge at- ^,l?n?ct 
tempted to secure a foothold in the realm.
